PLENTY OF POLICY. 


Three Big Games Now Flourish- 
ing in St. Louis. 


Where the Drawings Are Made 
and Tickets Are Sold. 


Bobby Kerr, Sam Watson and Charley 
Griffiths Making a Good Thing Out of 
the Ignorant Poor, Both White and 
Biack—Fourteen Dealers’ Shops Desig- 
nated—Hand Made and Hat Box Draw- 
ings—Fifty Vendors Selling 82,000 Worth 
of Policy Every Day—Pliayers Get Back a 
Very Small Percentage of Their Money— 
The Police Kuaow All About It. 


T may not astonish the 
police, but it will ber- 
tainly be news to the 
public to know that 
_ three policy games are 
running wide open in 

St.Louis at the present 

time at a cost, to that 

portion of the popula 

tion who can least af- 

ford such a luxury— 

the people who are on 
the verge of — nearly $2,000 per 
day. 

The police are acquainted with the games 
and the men who run them as 
well as the points at which the 
tickets are sold, because it is known that 
patrolmen sold policy venders tickets to the 
recent Police Relief Association entertain- 
ment, andthey in some instances made the 
sales on the premises of the lottery agents. 

The three games existing here in sucha 
flourishing manner are run by Bobby Kerr, 
Charles Griffiths and Sam Watson. 

Bobby Kerr’s institution is known as the 
Old Side. 

Charles Griffitn’s game is called the New 
Side. 

Sam Watson’s game is called Sam Watson’s 
Side. 

Each one of these institutions has two draw- 
ings daily, one at noon and one at 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

Each has a number of offices and agenta or 
vendors distributed through the city. 

Bobby Kerr has fifteen or twenty offices. 

Charles Griffith has at least fifteen offices, 

Sam Watson has ten officés. 

Every one of these offices writes from $40 to 
$50 worth of tickets each day—or from $20 to 
$25 for each drawing. Some of these offices 
the POosT-DISPATCH can designate: 

George Carr of the new side’’ runs a shop 
near Second and Cedar streets. 

Chariéy Griffiths sells tickets at 408 Clark 
avenue, the headquarters of his own institu- 
tion. Policy players enter a side alley and 
make their purchases in the rear. But ot this 
place, more later on. 

Morris Marx has a shop in the rear of Tom 
Morgan’s barber-shop, 1208 Morgan street. 
The shop is in a wood shed, which is reached 
by aside alley. Marx sells for the new side. 

Charley Main runs a shop in the rear of 1206 
Morgan street for Bobby Kerr. 

Richard Thomas is a vender for the new 
side,’’ who has ashop in the rear of some 
frame shanties on Sixteenth, between Morgan 
and Christy avenue. 

Billy Jones hasashopon Ninth near Pine, 
back of a quasi cigar stdre. 

Louls Kinker sells tickets near Sixteenth and 
Morgan for the old side.“ 

John Warner runs a new side“ shop on 
Eleventh street near Carr. 

Henry Oerlander, who runs the heaviest 
book of any of the ‘‘new side’’ venders, is 
located in South St. Louis near the convent. 

There are three different offices in the 
building south of the alley on the west 
side of Seventh street between Morgan 
street and Christy avenue. A grocer occupies 
the first floor of the building. Onthe second 
floor William Rothschild, vender for Bobby 
Kerr, has an office. On the same floor George 
Hotchkiss, a ‘‘new side’’ vender, has an 
office. On the third floor Sam Watson hasan 
agent. 

In the building westofthe Moser Hotel on 
Pine street, between Eighth and Ninth streets, 
there are two offices, up stairs. Black Joe 
represents Bobby Kerr here and Billy Hoe 
represents Sam Watson. 

This list comprises only fourteen of the 
nearly fifty policy shops that are run- 
ning to splendid business in the 
city of 86. Louis to-day and have 
been running for some time past. The police 
know the others, and the State authorities 
here, whose duty it is to punish crime, can lo- 
cate every lastoneof them and bring all the 
felons engaged in this class of work to justice 
ig they have a mind to do so. 

The vendor’s shops are located either in the 
rear of barber shops or saloons, or as in the 
case of the Griffiths headquarters and the Pine 
street and Seventh and Christy avenue 
places they exist in buildings which are 
devoted to furnished rooms or similar pur- 
poses. All vendors do business benind barred 
doors, feeling much security in the decision 
on this point made by Mayor Noonan when 
he was on the bench. There may be some rash 
individuals who Keep their doors Open, but the 
majority have them locked and employ a look - 
out, who is posted either at a window and 
pulls the latch or sits at the entrance to a side 
alley and sees that none but players get into 
the offices. 

The patrons of the games are mostiy colored 
people, but whites of the lowest ciass also 


play, and the Post- DIsPaTOu learned from one 


vendor that not infrequentiypoor workingmen 
play as high as N and KN. 50 at a time. Some, 
times a winuing is made—a winning as high 
as $15 or $20, but this is a rare occurrence, as 
the mathematical chances 


n 


picked out at each drawing. The player se- 
lects two or more of the 78 numbers and 
bets 5 cents or more that these num- 
bers will be among the numbers 
drawn. The chances against the player 

picking the right numbers will be appre- 
j ciated when the reader learns that it is 
| possible to make 76,076 combinations of three 
numbers each out of the numbers from 1 to 78, 
and that in thirteen numbers there are 240 
possible combinations of three numbers 
each. The chances then against a 
player selecting three winning numbers 
in any drawing are as 76,076 divided by 240 to 
1; tm other words the player has 
about one chance in 400 of winning. 
The game does not give him 
any such odds. A player who stakes 
Scents on two numbers wins $1.20 if histwo 
numbers are drawn. A player who puts 10 
cents on three numbers wins $8 if the three 
numbers are drawn. For 5 cents 
three numbers out of four pay 
$3. For 5 cents three numbers out 
of five pay 80 cents. For 10 cents 
three numbers out of six pay Scents. For 3% 
cents three numbers out of seven pay 980 cents. 
It will thus be seen that the man who runs the 
game has five to six chances where the player 
has only one; in other words the odds in the 
policy dealer’s favor are five to six against 
one. 

The play most frequently made is on three 
numbers coming out, where the odds are 400 
to lin favor of the dealer and the winning 
pays only 80 cente for 1 cent or $4 for5 cents. 
Next to this comes the play known as 
nickel straight and a nickel on 
the twos, both ways, in which 
the player puts up 10 cents to win $9.20 if all 
three numbers are drawn or to win 40 cents if 
any two of the numbers come ‘out. He stands 
as good a chance of winning the $.20, of 
course, as a gas-pipe layer stands of findinga 
Granite Mountain mine under one of the city’s 
streets. 

The business transacted in a vendor’s shop 
is this: A player comes in, names his play and 
the numbers upon which he places his stake, 
and a clerk takes his money, writes down nis 
play in a book filled with manifold sheets, re- 
turns\him a slip containing his numbers and 
the possible winning of his play, and 
sends him away. The sale for the noon draw- 
ing ceases at about 11 o’clock, for the after- 
noon drawing atabout 4 o’clock. By either 
of these hours the vendor has his 
book ready, showing all the 
plays that have been made at his 
shop and the amount of money paid in. Of 
this amount he retains 25 per cent as his 
share ofthe plunder. Inclosing his book and 
75 per cent of the morning’s or afternoon’s 
cash receipts in an envelope, the vendor goes 
forth to meet the man who runs and owns the 
game. 

Bobby Kerr’s venders meet him at different 
places around town. 

Sam Watson’s venders meet him either in 
Pool alley, between Seventh and Eighth, 
Olive and Pine streets, or in Jack Furbder’s 
saloon. 

The ‘‘new side’’ venders, Charley Griffith’s 
henchmen, have two meeting places. In 
the morning at 11:30 they congregate 
in Charley havanagh’s saloon, Broadway and 
Clark avenue, and hang around until a short, 
stout man with a brown beard comes to collect 
their books. In the afternoon at 4:30 they 
meet the same man at Howard’s saloon, Sev- 
enth and Clark avenue. 

The short, stout man with the brown beard 
returns tothe venders in a i: 'f hour, and 
hands them manifold slips on which the thir- 
teen winning numbers of the drawing are 
written, and a little while later the venders go 
to 408 Clark avenue, where their books are 
made up and their winnings paid. 

The Griffith drawing sometimes takes place 
In a second-floor back room ot the Clark ave- 
nue furnished-room house which Griffiths 
runs. Oftener, however, the drawing is made 
ina room over the saloon at the northeast 
corner of Eighth and Spruce. 

Grimth's isknown asthe wheel drawing. 
The numbers from 1 to 78 are written on the 
inside of the bottoms of pill boxes, and these 
boxes when thelids have been puton are 
placed inahatand shaken up. Thirteen of 
the pill boxes are drawn out and opened and 
these are the 13 winning numbers. 

Bobby Kerr’s is known as a hand-made 
drawing. He simply crosses off thirteen of 
the seventy-eight numbers with a lead peneil 
and announces these as the winners. 

Sam Watson’s drawing Is also hand-made. 

The winning numbers are posted on small 
stipsin the vender’s shops and there the 
players see them. 

Each of the vendor’s shops will average $20 
to $25 a drawing and as there are two drawings 
each day this means a revenue of Oto $50 a 
day. 

The vender, as the reader already under- 
stands, gets 25 per cent of the money taken in. 
He gives his clerk one-half of this amount for 
writing the books. 

The man who owns the game gets 7% per 
cent ofthe money paid in by the players. 

How much does he return to the players? 

How much of his earnings does he use for 
bait for suckers? 

The average daily winnings in anyof the 
fifty shops existing in the city is not $.. This 
foots up less than $250 a day which the players 
receive back out of their own money. 

Say then that is $2,000aday spent by the 
policy players of this city, and this amount is 
about right. Who gets it? 

Bobby Kerr, Sam Watson and Charley drit- 
fiths get $1,250. 

Their vendors get $500. 

The players got $250. 

This is the story of policy in St. Louls. Itis 
easy to understand. The information 
concerning it can be readily arrived 
at. The State authorities who have 
the admistration of the laws in their hands 
and who know that lottery running Is a felony 
may be surprised when they read this article, 
but the surprise will not be occasioned by 
sudden enlightenment on this subject. They 
Will imply be surprised to see the informa- 
tion in the Post- DISPATCH.

The Buropean iottery bonds are -attracting 
attention again,.and the old scheme of dis- 
“posing of the securities of minor Eu- 
ropean States at many times 
value may be investigated before 
the case is dropped. The New York Won, 
in ite Sunday paper, has exposed the scheme 
as itis being worked in that city and secured 
some letters and correspondence between A. 
Neuberg, the St. Louis Superintendent, and 
N. H. Homer, the New York banker, which 
look peculiar. The bonds have been exten- 
sively circulated in St. Louls during the last 
few years and there are any quantity of 
people in this city who, because of 
holding bonds, imagine themselves the-cred - 
Wors of foreign kings and queens. It is 
safe to say that none of the kings or queens 
are worry ing over the indebtedness, and they 
are not afraid of having their kingdoms taken 
away from them or their thrones sold out to 
The bonds are issued by 
Minor principalities and kingdoms of Europe, 
that are so poor that they cannotsell their 
securities for anything like their face value, 
o the plan is adopted of issuing lottery bonds 
which do not bear a stipulated interest per an- 
num payable at regular times, but the numbers 
of the bonds are drawn from a lottery wheel. 
Generally the holders of the bonds draw noth- 
ing. When one does strike a prize it is hand- 
gome. The Governments issuing the bonds 
are good for the ultimate pay- 
ment of the principal, but the 
prices paid here are four or five 
times the par value and five or six times the 
market value of the bonds. They are sold on 
monthly payments, and the purchaser of a 
„lock of five,’’ as they are usually sold, gen- 
erally fnds himeelf loser by about $65 or $70. 


THAT WESTPHALIA HAM. 
Several efforts have been made here and in 
New York to break upthe business, but 
they have been unsuccessful. Some time 
a German per in this city 
nted an expose of e scheme and verified 
te statements by the affidavit of a German 
shoemaker who bad bought some of the 
bonds.

st-office Inspectors laid bare the European

IDGE WITHROW FINDS BOTH PARTIES | 


GUILTY AND REFUSES A DIVORCE. 


The Pretty Plaintiff’s Letter to the Little 
Rock Lawyer Very Unsatisfactorily Ex- 
plained — Misconduct on Both Sides 


Clearly Shown—Mrs. Bert’s Attorneys. 


Dissatisfied With the Result. 


Judge Withrow this morning decided the 
Bert divorce casé, which last week occupied 
the Judge’s attention to the exclusion of 
nearly every other matter and interested a 
large section of the public. Mrs. 
Geneva Bert, a tall, magnificently 
proportioned and beautiful woman 
but 24 years old, sued her husband, John H. 
Bert, for a divorce and custody of their child, 
onthe grounds of cruelty and indignities. 
They had been married six years and 
had one child, a boy, 5 years 
old. Mr. Bert, who is a hard- 
ware and stoves saleman, filed a cross bill 
alleging indignities, asking a divorce and cus- 
tody of the child. The wife wasthe daughter 
ot George Huson, a contractor living on ithe 
South Side, with whom Mr. and Mrs. Bert 
lived for some time after the marriage. 
The couple-also lived in the boarding- house 
kept by Mrs. W. Donk on Hickory street and 
there occurred their final sepa. 
ration. There were three separa- 
tions during the six years they were 
married the frst caused by some unsigned 
letters received by Mrs. Bert containing re- 
quests for meetings on street-corners, and 


which aroused Mr. Bert’s jealousy ; the sec- 
ond caused by Mr. Bert’s suspicions that 
his wife was meeting men down town, 
and the third caused by Mr. 
Bert finding a compromising letter 
written by Mrs. Bert to J. J. Erb, a Littie 
Rock lawyer. In the first two separations Bert 
had gone away and left his wife, the third 
— he drove her out of the Donk arding- 
ouse. 

The testimony heard on the trial showed 
that Mrs. Bert bad received the attentions of 
Ravenal Macbeth, Jules Bertero and J. J. Erb, 
but failed to show anything compromising in 
this. The letter was the only positively com- 

romising piece of evidence produced on the 


Trial, 

It was also shown that Erb had been ex- 
— jealous ot his wite, had denied the 
paternity of her child and had treated her 
very harshly. He was also shown to have had 
improper acquaintances. 

Much of the testimony introduced in the 
trial was conflicting, and while it hinted ut 
many things did not establish guilt as 
charged. Mrs. Bert’s beauty attracted 
much attention to the case, 
the court-room was filled 
with persons anxious to see her. 
magnificent voice, which has been beard in 
Holy Communion and Mt. Calvary Church 
choirs and in concert. 

The opinion ot Judge Withrow is printed in 
full below. 

THE DECISION. 

Geneva Bert vs. John H. Bert, No. 78,291. 

Plaintiff filed her petition for a divorce 
from her husband, John H. Bert, making the 
allegations of residence, marriage and good 
behavior and charging that the 
defendant wholly unmindful of 
his duty and disregarding his 
marriage vows, has been guilty of such 
cruel and barbarous treatment as to endanger 
her life and has offered such indignities to her 
as to render her condition intolerable. That 
he took hold of her in a violent manner and 
attempted to throw her down-stairs, and that 
he has failed and refused to support her. 

Te defendant by his answer admits the 
marriage and denies all other allegations con- 
tained in the petition. 

By way of cross-bill defendant charges 
his wife with + a | him such indigni- 
ties as to render is condition in- 
tolerable; he specifies the character of these 
indignities, alleges his own good conduct and 
prays for a divoroe. The defendant avers the 
plaintiff was in the habit of holding secret 
meetings with men on the streets of this city at 
unusual hours and carryingon clandestine 
correspondence with men unknown to her 
husband and against his consent. That at 
various times she made and entertained dis- 
honorable proposals involving her virtue and

That while he affected to be 
deeply mortified he declined to assist her, 
alleging as a reason therefore that if his wife 
had conducted herself in such a manner in 
public as toinvite letters from anonymous 
correspondents and newspaper personals“ 
she must bear the consequences. Plaintiff 
and ber mother charged the defendant with 
writing the letters or causing them to be 
written and also with inserting the ‘‘person- 
als. A separation soon followed. 

The plaintiff_and her mother, Mrs. Huson, 
testified thatthe defendant afterward ad mit- 
ted haying sent the letters and inserted the 
articles in the newspaper, but he denies their 
statement. It appears from the evidence 
however, that plaintiff seldom ever received 
such letters or noticed any personals descrip. 
tive of herself, excapt when her husband 
was in the city. But this is not all. Distrust- 
ing his wife’s fidelity, he resorted to various 
methods of questionable propriety to ascer- 
tain wether or not h

defendant’s conduet in annoying his wife 
from time totime, while she was stopping at 
her father’s house, to which her husband had 
driven her, was reprehensible. And on vari- 
ous occasions, while living apart from plain- 
tiff, his female associates have been of a most 
disreputable character.

**vlaintiff’s attemptedjexplanation of this 
letter and thé circumstances under which it 
was written by her are very unsatisfactory. 
Even if her husband’s treatment was cold, 
harsh and unkind it did not justify her in writ- 
ing such a letter to a comparative stranger. 
The defendant declined to live with or 
any longer, and she again returned to her 
parents. am satisfied from the evidence 
that plaintiff has offered such indignities to 
her husband as to render his condition in- 
tolerable. Additional instances might be 
given on either side, but these are sufficient. 

**Divorce is a remedy provided for an in- 
— party only. In this State the rule has 

een long established that in reply to an ap- 
plication for divorce the defendant may al- 
lege either by way of recrimination or cross- 
bill the commission§by plaintiff of any offense 
that by the statutejis madela cause for divorce. 

“The least that can be required is that parties 
should come into court with hands so far 
clean that the opposite party is not entitled to 
the same redress against them. Where both 
parties have a right toa divorce, as I have 
found in this case, neither party has.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS, 


A Big Batch of Appellate Opinions—Other 
Cases Filed To-Day. 


The-Court of Appeals handed down nine de- 
cisions this morning and among them was 
one in the ex-parte appeal of Edwin Olden, 
Robert Cramer and Louis Baker, which will 
be a revelation to the officials in the 
Criminal Court and add more red 


tape to criminal proceedings. Olden, Cramer 
and Baker were convicted of petit larceny in 
the Court of Criminal Correction and sen- 
tenced to the Work- house for six months. 
Thomas Harvey, their attorney, found a flaw 
in the Information filedon which the men 
were convicted and sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus on the Sheriff, in whose charge the 
prisoners were. He claimed the court before 
which they were tried had no jurisdiction. 
The Sheriff, througu Ford Smith, bis attor- 
ney, said the information was duly filed and 
verified and the court had full jurisdiction. 
The controversy then turns entirely upon the 
sufficiency of the verification, the positive 
knowledge ofthe party making the charges. 
In this case the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney filed the information, which was 
verified by a Mr. Noland, who upon his oath 
said the facts stated were true to his best 
knowledge and belief. The point made by 
the men is that the addition of Noland’s 
words, ‘‘according to his best knowledge and 
belief,’’ renders the yerifications equivalent 
to one upon information merely; that 
under the constitution of the State 
the information must be supported by oath, 
or affirmation under section 1762, that oath or 
information, unless made by the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, cannot be upon information 
and belief. The writ was issued because the 
petition made a prima facie showing under 
the habeas corpus act. Considering the ques- 
tion later the Court says: The stat- 
ute does not prescribe the form of oath, 
but simply provides that it shall be 
the oath of some person competent to testify 
who has knowledge of the facts stated in the 
charges, as distinguished from hearsay in 
formation. These informations not only state 
the doing, but also the intent with which the 
act was done, and that such intent was 
felonious under the statute, on which 
latter subjects the utmost that can 
be required of any witness is an honest belief. 
If the oath to these informations is to be made 
inform which constitutes the affiant a nar- 
rator of the truth of all the facts there- 
in stated prosecutions by information 
mignt better be at once abandoned. 
While on the one hand a citizen 
should not be deprived of his ilib- 
erty on a mererumor which may have no 
more foundation than neighborhood talk, on 
the other hand, the prosecution of criminals 
should not be made impracticable or next to 
impossible. The protection of the law 
should be accessible alike to the 
alleged criminal and the alieged victim. 
It results from the foregoing that the prison- 
ers must be remanded tothe custody ofthe 
sheriff, All judges concurring it is so or- 
dered.’’ 

This is a gentle hint that wher a warrant is 
issued on information filed before the court 
the parties shall havea degree of positive- 
ness in the charges made to make their asser- 
tion an honest belief.“

A Habeas Corpus Case. 

A habeas corpue case appealed from Irom 
County, Mo., was argued before the Court of 
Appeals this morning.

The Delegate’s Attorney Asks That the In- 
dictment Against Him Be Quashed—A 
Point Raised on the Naturalization of 
Ten Thousand Foreigners—Has the Court 
of Criminal Correction Authority to 
Issue Papers? 


From behind a breastworks of Federal and 
State statutes, legal authorities, and Supreme 
Court reports, the first engagement between 
the Government and the election offenders 
opened this morning in the United States 
District Court when Mr. D. P. Dyer, 
attorney for Delegate Julius Lehmann, filed 
a demurrer to the indictment found 
against Julius Lehmann. The defendants, 
indicted and prospective, and the friends of 
the parties implicated in the naturalization 
frauds bave ranged themselves behind Dele- 
gate Lehmann. The points raised in his de- 
murrerjwill, ifsustained by the court,not only 
check the prosecutions based on 
the perjuries alleged to have 
been committed in the Court of 
Criminal Correction during June, July, Au- 
gust, September and October of 1888, when 
the court was mainiy engaged in issuing 
naturalization papers to foreigners, but will 
otherwise make important changes. The 
claim is made that that tribunal, which has in 
one year issued over 300 times more papers 
than have been issued by the Federal 


courts within the same period, has no right 
to issue papers. If the points raised by the 
defendants are pronounced good the Court of 
Criminal Correction will be prevented from 
GRANTING PAPERS HEREAFTER 

and further than this, the papers already 
issued to probably more than 10,000 
foreigners from that court are illegal. 
The case submitted to-day is as follows: n- 
der the Federal statutes a foreigner coming to 
this country three years before attaining his 
majority may, after a total residence of five 
years on establishing the fact and his attach- 
ment to the principles of our govern- 
ment, optain minor papers, which entitie 
him to the full rights of citizenship at once. 
Chas. Beintker applied at the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction for naturalization papers. 
Julias Lehmann was his witness. Lehmann 
furnished the necessary evidence and Beint- 
ker was granted his papers, to which it is 
alleged that he was not entitled, not having 
complied with the conditions required. 

To this 

CHARGE OF FALSE SWEARING 
Lehman entered the following demurrer: 

1. The St. Louis Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion of the city of St. Louis is not a court of 
common law jurisdiction as understood and 
required by the actof Congress with refer- 
ence to naturalization of aliens, and did not, 
therefore, have jurisdiction to receive the 
application of Charles Beintker to become a 
naturalized citizen of the United States, 

The St. Louis Court of Criminal Correo- 
tion has no authority to admit an alien to be a 
citizen of the United States. 

The laws of the United States did not 
authorize or require the defendant to make 
oath to the matter alleged in the indictment to 
be false, to-wit: That the said Charles Beint- 
ker had resided in the United States for three 
years next preceding his arriving at the age 
of 21 years.’’ 

4. The indictment does not aver that Will- 
lam L. Fitzgerald was appointed a Deputy 
Clerk of the court, as required by the act es- 
tablishing the St. Louis Court of Criminal 
Correction, nor is it averred that he was au- 
thorized to administer an oath to the defend- 
ant. 

5. Thereis no avermentinthe indictment 
that the oath taken by defendant was author- 
ized or required by the laws of the United 
States. 

6. The indictmentjshows that the defendant 
was sworn that he would true answers make 
to all questions then and there asked him 
touching the qualifications of the said Charles 
Beintker, etc., and it is nowhere ayerred in 
the indictment that any question was asked 
of the defendent by the Judge or Clerk of said 
Court of Criminal Correction.’’ 

On the request of District Attorney Rev 
nolds, Wo has just entered upon the dis- 
charge ofthe duties of the office, ex-District 
Attorney Bashaw and his assistant, Thomas 
M. Knapp, argued the case for the Govern- 
ment. He closed the argument for the prose- 
cution. Lehmann was present and sat beside 
his attornoy during the argument of so much 
interest to him 

In his demurrer Mr. Dyer presented the 
statutes providing forthe jurisdiction of the 
Court of Criminal Correction. His claim was 
that the court was a police court of local 
jurisdiction and for local government, not a 
court of common law. 

In defense of the indictment Mr. Bashaw 
made a strong argument. On the point 
that the indictment did not aver that the 
questions which the defendant had sworn to 
truthfully answer had ever been asked. 
Mr. Rashaw 1 out the defendant’s ar- 
gumenrt showed that ifithe defendant had after 
taking the oath stepped forward and without 
question voluntarily made all necessary. 

FALSE ALLEGATION? 
it would be no offense whatever. 

In arguing the alleged defect of the indict- 
mentin failing to set out the questions asked, 
Mr. Dyer said: ‘‘If they are not set out who 
can know what they were when the applicants 
were brought up in droves, so to speak.’’ 

While r. haw was answering the 
argument in relation to the char- 
acter of the court Judge Thayer 
interrupted him to say that there was no 
er concerning the matter in his mind. 

e was convinced that the court did have ju- 
risdiction over commonflaw offenses. r. 
Reynoldsthen made the argument thatthe 
court was one suchas contemplated by the 
federal statute in extending the powers of 
naturalization forthe promotion of the con- 
venience of aliens applying tor citizenship. 

Judge Thayer took the questions under ad- 
visement and discharged the witnesses 
against Lehmann and Neibert until the 10th 
prox. 


The Recorder’s Scalp. 


The politicians at Jefferson City have at last 
avenged the defeat of last November. The 
„towns and villages’’ legislation which has 


passed in revision includes a section author- 
izing the Goverpor to appoint a Recorder of 
Voters for the City of St. Louis. This act will 
g° into effect in ninety days, 
signed by the Gevernor. The probabilities 
are all on the side of the Governor’s approv. 
ing the bill. Last November many of the 
Democrats, friends of Gov.

GRATITUDE OR FEAR? 


The signs are abundant that the decent 
Republicans of St. Louis are about to 
yield to the demands of the Hoodlum boss 
and surrender the party machine again to 
his control. When they at last had him 
in their power and could have dethroned 
him forever, he bulldozed them with an 
ultimatum and brought them cringing to 
his feet and quaking with the craven fear 
that he would wreck their party unless 
given the St. Louis Post-office. 

Under the influence of that fear their de- 
votion to principle and to decency in pol- 
itics is plainly fading away, and for the 
sake of the g. o. p. they are getting ready 
to swallow Hoodlumism in its foulest 
form and swear allegiance to the Hood- 
lum King as the crowned and sceptered 
autocrat of Republicanism in St. Louis. 

This surrender concerns the Post-D1s- 
PATOH only as a critic of the silly fears on 
one side and the false pretenses on the 
other that have brought itabout. For of 
all the false pretenses yet set up in poli- 
tics, the claim that Fur carried St. 
Louis for the Republicans last fall is one 
of the most destitute of any fonndation in 
the facts or probabilities of the case. He 
was in fact eliminated from the fight in St. 
Louis, and in the rural districts where he 
did his work the Republicans made no 
gain—they lostin fact one Congressman 
in the State outside of St. Louis. Here, 
where their gain was made, it was partly 
the result of work and money which 
FILLEY was not allowed to control, and 
partly the effect of a local Democratic 
revolt against Filleyism on the Democratic 
side.

THE OBSTRUCTIONISTS. 

The attempt to heap upon the Republic- 
an minority in the General Assembly the 
entire responsibility for the partisan ob- 
struction which has delayed and botched 
the work of statutory revision is mani- 
festly disingenuous and unjust. 

With twenty-four. Democrats in a Sen- 
ate of thirty-four members, and with 
twenty-seven more Democrats than Re- 
publicans in the House, and a clear 
majority of sixteen over both Republicans 
and Union Labor men, the Democrats 
cannot thus lay the blame of their own 
failures and shortcomings on the min- 
ority. 

It was they who sacrificed the work of 
revision to the attainment of certain par- 
tisan ends, and it was their own jealous- 
ies and rivalries that alone prevented 
them from devoting the entire session to 
the work of punishing St. Louis and 
Kansas City for their votes last fall and 
to the work of making the present Gov- 
ernor the political boss of both cities and 
of the whole State. 

The revision of the high license law was 
notoriously defeated by Democratic dis- 
agreements growing out of the barefaced 
attempt to place in the Governor’s hands 
an indirect but complete control over the 
granting of licenses in cities and over the 
liquor influence in city politics. It is 
known that the statute ‘‘of Cities, Towns 
and Villages’’ could not muster support 
enough to pass it with allof its much 
needed provisions, but without the clause 
legislating Recorder WILtiaMs out of 
office and placing the city registration of 
voters more under the control of a Gov- 
ernor who obtained and held the Mayor- 
alty of this city in 1885 by notorious regis- 
tration and ballot-box frauds. 

There were Democrats in the Legislature 
as well as Republicans and Union Labor 
men who opposed this sort of thing as dis- 
graceful to the party and unjust to the 
whole people of the State.

Dedication of the Odd Fellows’ 
Hall This Afternoon. 


Organization of the Grand Lodge 
and the Street Parade,

T 10:30 o’clock this 
morning the Grand 
Lodge of Missouri 
Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows, 
met in the new hall 
at the southeast 
corner of Ninthand 
Olive streets for its 
fifty-first annual 
session. This was 
the first use to 
which the hall had 
been put. The 
magnificent Odd 
Fellows’ building 
isthe finest struc- 
ture of its kind in. 
the West and is 
well worthy a place 
among the won- 
‘ derful office build- 
ings that have sprung up in St. Louis during 
the lastfive years. It is eight stories high, 
very solidly built of granite and pressed brics, 
fire-proof throughout, and handsomely fin- 
ished throughout. The building with the 
spire at the northeast corner is the highest in 
the city, the tip of the spire being several feet 
above the top of the Custom-house dome, 
which was previously the highest point on any 
building in St. Louis. The hall, which is to be 
reserved for Grand Lodge meetings and other 
important gatherings, ison the top floor of 
the building and on a line witb the recumbent 
granite statues War and Peace and the eagle 
which ornament the front of the 
Custom-house dome, These immense 
figures are from the street level 
barely recognizable as statues, and though 
excellent works of art have \littie 
fame because of their situation in a place 
where no one could see them. The hall con- 
structed by the Odd Fellows offers the needed 
place of observation, 

The view from the hall windows to the 
north, west or south is like a view 
from a tower over great stretches 
of roofs almost to the city limits 


in the three directions. The windows are 
high and broad, only the necessa space be- 
ing occupied by interrupting pillars to sup- 
port the roof. In consequence the hall is 
very bright, and during the day in the darkest 
weather artificial means of illumination will 
not be required, 

The platform is placed in the center, on the 
north side of the hall, speakers facing south, 
and the seata are set in a semicircle in front 
ofthe platform. The seats are on one level 
and are in tiers easily removed when a broad, 
unfurnished floor space is required. The 
decoration is in light colors, very rich, and 
carefully executed, harmonizing with the 
style of the building. At the east end of the 
hall there are three small balconies, which 
add interest to that wall. To-day the low 
arches back of the balconies were draped with 
United States flags and bunting. 

In bhonorof the Grand Lodge the corners of 
the hall, the wall line, the platform and unoc- 
cupled spaces were filled with plants, which 
complemented the decorative scheme.

PECULIAR ENDING OF THE WILLIE MAIERS 
ASSAULT CASE THIS MORNING. 


The Jury Assesses the Men's Punishment at 
Ninety Days in Jail Bat Recommends 
That They Be Allowed the Term Already 
Spent Behind the Bars—The Court Orders 
Them to Go Home. 


After being out all night, the jury in the 
Willite Malers case, came into court at 10 
a. m. to-day and returned a verdict convict- 
Ing the defendants of a simple assault and 


battery and fixing their fm prison- 
ment to ninety days in § jail. A 
reco endation was also added that allow- 


ance be made for time served, As the defend- 
ants have been confined in the jail for over 
five months, the verdict virtually released 
them, and at the request of Circuit Attorney 
Clover, the prisoners were given their liberty 
and Edward Burke, Robert Guerke and 
Michael Angelrodt are again free men. 

The verdict meets with the approval of most 
of those concerned. Attorney McDonald 
said; It is a queer one. The men are sen- 
tenced to ninety days in jail, with allowance 


for time served. They have served five 
months, so that they will be ro- 
leased and the State owes us for 
two months’ false imprisonment. Bat I 


don’t think we shall do anything further in 
the matter. We are satisfied as it stands.“ 
Attorney Bass insisted that it was a great vic- 
tory for the defense, and said: ‘‘Public sen- 


timent alone has convicted these men. Under 


ordinary circumstances they would have 
been acquitted at once. But the fact that

he would hold an evening 
in order to hear the arguments 
and submit the case totbe jury. Accordingly 
when the defense rested at 3 p. m. the State 
called a number of witnesses in rebuttal, going 
so far as to issue several attachments an 
bringing the witnesses into court in the cus- 

y of an officer. The defense objected to 
the testimony on the ground that it was in- 
troduced to prove the good character of 
the 4 — witness, Willie Maiers 
and Judge Normile sustained the objection, 
insisting that no effort on the partof the de- 
fense had been made either to attack his 
character or impeach his testimony. 

Judge Normile then delivered bie 
instructions to the jury. He ad- 
vised them in the usual manner 
to weigh the testimony andevidence carefully 
and if they found the defendants guilty of as- 
sault to do bodily harm, to fix their sentence 
at not more than five nor less than two years 
in the penitentiary.

Made a Horrid Din—Advertising Toy 
Balloons Cause a Lost Day to Grain 
Receivers—A Mimic Exchange Organized 
on the Ground Floor— Reading Rooms, 
Etc., Established—A Scene Which Beg - 
gars Description. 


OY balloons with whis- 
tle attachments are gen- 
erally regarded as 4 
nuisance, but no one 
would have believed be- 
fore to-day that the ex- 
istence of this insignit- 
icant although pestif- 
erous plaything would 
have been able to seri- 
ously interfere with the 
commercial operations 
ofa great city. But the 
truth of the poem which 
. sete forth that Great 
- @ake from little acorns grow, Great aches 
from little toe corns flow, never received 
stronger confirmation than it did this morn- 
morning; the apparentiy insignificant toy 
balloon proved itself to be as heavily loaded 
as a dynamite bomb, and ite introduction on 
the floor of the Merchants Exchange drove 
off more traders than the severest finan- 
cial panic has ever succeeded in doing. 
A PESTIFEROUS ADVERTISING SCHEME. 

The trouble began a week ago Saturday, 
when a certain firm sent a small boy on the 
floor of the Merchants’ Exchange to dis- 
tribute whistling balloons, with a florid ad- 
vertisement printed in gold letters upon the 
membrane which furnished the blast 
by which the sibillant sounds were expelled 
from the wooden attachment. About one 
hundred were presented to members of the 


Exchange. It was supposed that the pit traa- 
ers in particular, the capacity of whose lungs 
would,to a casual observer,appear to be taxed 
to the utmost by the aboriginal yelling which 
=e n deem necessary to the trans- 
not their business, would have po spare 
wind to insert gratis into the little red ap- 
1 to the minute whistling buoys, 
ut the contrary proved to be the case. The 
blowing capabilities of the pit traders were 
amply and unmistakably vindicated at the 
expense of peace and quiet, and in afew mo- 
mente the floor was covered with grain dealers 
whose inflated cheeks rivaled in size and 
color the biadders which they were busily en- 
aged in expanding, while a squeaking wail 
from the wogden whisties rendered all con- 
yersation carried on at a tone less than a 
shout inaudible. 
DISTURBERS OF THE PEACE PUNISHED. 

This state of uffairs continued for sometime, 
much to the annoyance of those more quietly 
Gisposed, and Anal was brought to 
the attention of President C. D. Cox. He 
went about among the offending members, 
protesting against the production of such dis- 
mal discord, which might be in a measure ex- 
Ccusabie among children, but which was re- 

erded as considerably beneath the dignity of 

ose who had presumhbly arrived at 
y of diccretion, but his protest was 
without effect. Then Floor Manager 
Smythe, armed with his big stick, so familiar 
to habitues of tne floor, appeared upon the 
scene and began to takedown the names of 
the offenders, and Chairman Hubbard came 
his assistance. This action combined 7; 
the fact that many of the balloons, not . 
constructed with a view to resistingg such 
great lung power as that possessed. the 
average pit trader, burst with a loud but final 
explosion, at length put an end tothe up- 
Poar, and peace prevailed. 

Nearly every one supposed that this would 
be the en of the matter, but such 
Was not the case. Yesterday charges were 
preferred against some of the offenders, and 
on thetrial before the Board of Directors the 
following members were expelled from the 
floor tor the period of seven days. The sus- 
—— members were W. R. Samuel, J. O. 
Linebarger, J. M. Davidson, Jacob Schreiner, 
T. H. Francis, John P. Grier, A. J, 
Fath, Louis Helm and Fred Puff. 
Jesse Fraley was ‘also suspended 
for ninety days for creating a disturbance on 
the floor by assaulting Ed Stettinius. Floor 
Manager Smythe and Chairman Hubbard of 
the loor Committee were prominent 
among the prosecuting witnesses, and 
as was proved this ence ing. suc- 
ceeded in gaining the enmity not 
only those convicted of disorderly conduct, 
but also of a number of their friends. 

THE GRAIL PIT DESERTED. 

The severity of the sentence imposed gave

STOPPED THE TRAIN. 


Millions of Caterpillars Take Possession of a 
Maine Railroad. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPaTou. 

LEWISTON, Me., May 21.—The railroad men 
who went out with the pioneer train on a new 
line through the Maine wilderness Sunday had 
an experience which left them blistered, 
weary and digusted. The train was brought 
to a dead stop in the woods by millions of cat- 
erpiliars, which took afancy to crawling on 
the rails and defied every device essayed for 
removing them until another locmotive was 
sent to the rescue. Moreover, droves 


of hungry mosquitoes swooped down on the 
trainmenand drank their blood. The ad- 
vance guard was seen by a railroad time- 
keeper as he rode over the line on his veloci- 
pede the night before. He encountered a lot 
of small gray caterpillars which bad spread 
themselves overthe track so thickly that he 
had to push his machine along by hand for 
alf a mile. A big engine and eleven flat cars 
loaded with sb knees, the 
Canadian Pacific’s first train for business, 
started from Sebois for Brownsville Sunday 
morning. It hadfgone but a few miles when 
itran into a sticky, squirming mass, which 
the locomotive wheels ground to a greasy 
pulp that clogged the driving wheels and pre- 
vented them from getting any grip on the 
track. The train came toa standstill and the 
in and engineer made an investiga- 
t On.

ST. LOUIS AND “MUSSOOREE.” 


Some of the Laughable Mistakes That are 
Caught at the Pest- office, 


Many curious things come tothe notice of 
the post-office clerks besides the poorly 
spelied and badly addressed letters. It is 
hard to surprise a postal clerk with anything 
in tde line of mall and hence many things 
come to his notice which he doesnot think 
enough of tomention them. By accidenta 
reporter learned the other day that letters are 


constantly being sent to this city intended for 
cities named st. Louis“ in various countries 
of the globe. Onlya few days ago a let. 
ter was found among the foreign wall 
which had been mailed at Cape 
Horn, the extreme southern portion of 
Africa. It was sent to some firm in St. Louls, 
Senegambia, on the western coastof Africa. 
The letter bad been put inthe mail for En- 
land, had passed its destination, and after 
raveling thousands of miles arrived bere. It 
was returned. There ies a glass manufactory 
in St. Louis, Alsace, Germany, named the 
**Orystallier Glass Co.“ Hardly a week 
passes but a letter is received here from some 
country on the other side of the Atlantic for 
the Crystallier Glass Co., St. Louis, Alsace. 
There is a Crystal Glass Co. in this city, to 
whom these letters used to be referred, but 
lately they have been returned without this, 
The mailing clerks across the ocean évidentiy 
see only the word 81. Louis and 
not Alsace, and hearing more of the 
American &t. Louis than the German 
St. Louis, they drop these letters inthe Amer- 
ican box. These letters come from every civ- 
ilized country in Europe, and have been re- 
ceived here for a number of years. The 
querest mistake of all in sending letters astray 
and one which has been going on since Chaun- 
ce I. Filley was Postmaster isthat of send- 
ing letters addressed ‘‘Mussooree’’ to this 
city. ‘‘Mussooree’’ isthe name of two cites 
in the province of Meerut in British India. 
The letters are mostly mailed in England and 
sent to Mussooree, Meerut, to British offi- 
cers and soldiers stationed there in great num- 
bers. The mailing clerk sees only the word 
Mussooree, and thinking it the misspelled 
name of the great tate of Missouri, 
U. 8. Rs, drops it in the Amer- 
can division. The peculiar mistakes 
are explained by the statement that it is the 
custon in the post departments all over the 


world for the offices which receive mail to tie 


the letters in bundles and mark their destin- 
ations. These bundles are never opened 


again until they reach tbat State or country so 


marked. In this way a letter may get in 
among aforeign bundle by mistake and will 


not be discovered until that bundle is opened 


in another country.

Park Mission held 
thelr second meeting

N. O. Nelson, Thomas 
Morrison, D.R.Wolfe, 
G. H. Ten Broek and 
Dr. Elmer in attend- 
ance. Atthe meeting 
held one wéek ago Mr. Nelson was elected 
President of the board, Mr. Ten Broek, 
Secretary and the Post-DISPATCH, Treas- 
urer. The purpose of the mis- 
sion is, as has been previously 
announced, to give the children of the deserv- 
ing poor a day’s outing among the trees and 
flowers in the fresh air of the suburbs. The 
PoOstT-DISPATCH fathered the scheme, and 
under its care itis assuming definite propor- 
tions and will soon be a pleasing feature of St. 
Louis summer recreations. Forest Park has 
been chosen asthe most accessible of the many 
spots presented for the consideration of the 
board, and the poor children of St. Louis will 
soon have occasion to thank their iucky 
stars that they are 80 fortunate 
as to live in a city where 
the Post-DisPpaTcH Forest Park Misston wields 
an influence that is felt. 

The meeting held yesterday afternoon was 
short but decisive. Mr. N. O. Nelson, consti- 
tuting the committee on parks, reported that 
he had seen Park Oommissioner Klemm who 
expressed himself as heartily in sympathy 
with the movement, and ready and willing to 
do anything In his power to further the ob- 
jects and aims. He stated thatfor some time 
past he has been endeavoring to obtain 
an appropriation from the city 
for the purpose of erecting shel 


ters in Forest Parkto be available in case of 
a sudden rain storm. When thousands of 
children are scattered over the spacious 
grounds enjoying their temporary freedom 
EVERY PRECAUTION . 
should be taken that they be returned in 
safety to their homes and it was with this idea 
in his mind that Mr. Klemm bas asked for 
the appropriaticn, but he stated to Mr. Nelson 
thatthe outlook was not at alla promising 
one and even should be be successful in his 
efforts, the fund would not be available in 
time to meet the necessities of the mission. 

When this report was rendered the board at 
once authorized Mr. Nelson, as a Committee 
on Parks,to order the erection of four booths, 
each with a capacity of 1,000 children at vari- 
ous places on the grounds, provided the plan 
met with the approval of Park Commissioner 
Klemm. These booths will be erected at 
once, and will be substantial shelters against 
the wind and raip. At each a man will 
be stationed to take charge of the 
baskets and other effects of the excursionists 
and systematic care will be taken of every- 
thing entrusted to their charge. 

It was decided that the tickets for the excur- 
sions should be distributed through the me- 
dium of the Associated Charities, Thomas 
Morrison, the experienced enthusiast in this 
particular portion of the charitable enter- 
prises, offering a suggestion to that effect. 
The work has been placed in the best of 
hands. The Associated Charities superintended 
the distribution of the tickets for the Posrt-
